The track 
was sloppy, and Atoll handled his chore 
in 1:43. 

The Gotham was the second start of 
the season for Atoll, which ,had won the 
6-furlong Swift Stakes on March 28. Last 
year he won the Myles Standish and Rem- 
sen Stakes, and early this year he was 
bought privately, reportedly for $100,000. 
by the Mackle brothers and Lou Chessler. 

The colt, by *Flushing II, has been

Glimpse of Puerto Rico 


Lappige Dance, Fasig-Tipton Company 
auctioneer, who spent a few weeks in 
Puerto Rico with his wife, the former 
Marjorie FINNEY, last week favored us 
with a few comments about the island’s 
booming Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing industry. 


El Comandante is a very modern track, 
with planting, etc., still going on. Race 
track surface is quite deep and sandy, 
needed, I suppose, because of year-round 
racing. Times were a bit slower than 
ours. Racing each Wednesday, Friday, and 
Sunday, with 4 home-bred and 3 imported 
races each day. Battle Morn has a special 
barn and paddock at the first turn, in 
view of all race-goers. 

Spent 3 days in San Juan at the races 
and in the homes of Puerto Rican owners 
and breeders—George Castro, Estaban 
Rodriguez, Fernando Munoz, Victor Coll, 
Coll Vidal, Carlos Munoz. and others— 
and cannot remember having any more 
gracious hosts. Will recommend the island 
to anyone. 

Took a tour of the farm section of the 
island, located on the south side. First 
to Guanilla to Carlos Matos farm. It 
l:as been cleared completely and looked 
very progressive. New barns were under 
construction. Saw Yildiz. who was quite 
full of himself and in excellent condition. 


He thrives on the climate—90 inches of 
rain per year and a mean temperature 
of about 80 degrees. Soil on south side is 
quite rich. Also saw *Crocodile and Thir- 
teen. The mares which were purchased 
in the fall in the U. S. were still not 
accustomed to the change, but mares that 
kad been there a year looked very well. 
Yearlings were in excellent shape. Matos 
lets his run out most of the day. Sun- 
burned, but healthy. 

Went from there to Ponce, home of 
Don Mario Mercado, dean of Puerto 
Rican breeders. A lovely place. Don Mario 
was pleased with the interest shown on 
the part of people in the states in the 
Puerto Rican program. 

At George Castro’s farm the yearlings 
were a bit larger than others we had 
seen, and a different program was used. 
both in feed and amount of time in pad- 
dock. Stone Age was not at his best; he 
had had a bad infection. But Castro was 
quite pleased with him. Hope he does as 
well as Battle Morn. 

Back to San Juan to the races and in- 
spected the animals of Coll, Munoz, and 
Rodriguez. They are all enjoying good 
racing, as they have in the past. Munoz 
was sixteenth in the world last year in 
money won, which shows the importance 
of racing and breeding in Puerto Rico. 
I am happy to have seen it first-hand in 
its early stages. It undoubtedly will grow 
and much more will be heard about it.

Dyspnea in the Goose? 


When New York racing assumed the 
role of Faust and bartered its soul to 
Mephistopheles the State, in return for 
the privilege of rebuilding its outworn 
facilities. it must have anticipated rough 
treatment from its new master. The 
state’s fondness for racing was predicated 
upon the revenue produced; its under- 
standing of the sport was equivalent to its 
learning in herpetology. 

The question to be raised in this latter- 
day enactment of history’s most  sophis- 
ticated folk-tale begins to take form in the 
first act. Mephistopheles will play it cool; 
he will be unaware; he will not even grunt 
when nudged in his porcine ribs. But it 
will be arranged that. when Dr. Faustus 
desires, he may have a little more rope. 

The association asked first for an ad- 
ditional 1 per cent of the mutuel pools, 
to finance its building program. This year, 
for reasons not yet officially stated, it 
asked for 9-race programs. (Possible rea- 
soning: What we don’t get. the harness 
races and New Jersey will; therefore 

Nine-race programs were so out. of 
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keeping with the traditions of the sport 
in New York that for a time it was diffi- 
cult to find anyone willing to accept the 
blame for this obeisance to Mammon, but 
finally the executives of the New York 
Association confessed. They are not to 
be scolded. of course; under the classic 
rules of the drama, they are doing only 
what Fate requires them to do. But how 
are they making out with 9 races a day? 

The season opened Wednesday. March 
25; this was 2 days earlier than last year 
if days of the week are counted, 3 days 
earlier if the calendar date is taken. 
Through the first 16 days. including the 
first 3 Saturdays of this season and last. 
total attendance was 372.675 as compared 
with 440.216 for the first 16 days last 
year; total for the mutuel pools was 
$35.919.666, as compared with $37.761.- 
680. Gross attendance declined 15.3 per 
cent; gross turnover. 4.9 per cent. 

A ninth race, cashed in at face value. 
should have added at least 10 per cent 
to the mutuel pools. The association’s 
gain over 1958 should have been about 
$188.800. and state revenue should have 
increased twice as much, about $377.600. 
Instead of an increase, the association’s 
share of the pools was about $92.000 


lower than in the corresponding period 
in 1958. and the state’s share was about 
$184.000 lower. 

If this keeps up another month, the 
Mephistopheles in Albany may become 
impatient and light a fire—a sample, as 
it were—under a Faust who is trying to 
make the best of a bad bargain. 

It is too early to speculate on the rea- 
sons for this trend, or to conclude that it 
is a trend at all; presumably the situation 
will change as the season advances. But 
if, in the end. the financial gain no more 
than matches the improvement in physical 
facilities. the questions raised should be 
answered honestly. Is it possible that 
choking the goose can have some other 
effect than causing it to lay another egg? 
Is it possible that the needle has been 
thrust so deep that it draws less blood? 
Is it conceivable that a 9-race program 
is actually offensive to a few horse- 
players? 

The probable answers are in the nega- 
tive. As much as we would like to dis- 
cover some automatic limitations upon 
cheapening of the sport, it would be too 
much to expect. Dr. Faustus can have 
all the rope he needs.

The Hopefuls 


New York. Three-year-old classic hope- 
fuls were blooming in New York, along 
with the trees and the grass, when the 
thermometer dropped and cold April 
rains began falling. 

But regardless of the weather’s nasty 
turn, trainers knew they had to run; time 
was slipping away. 

Intentionally had not been expected to 
start if the track was wet for the Gotham 
Stakes, and First Landing was training 
as though he would go into the Wood 
Memorial on training alone, but then, on 
a dismal Saturday afternoon Intentionally 
was allowed to run in the slop. and on 
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track. He ran his race and suffered no 
disgrace when beaten three-quarters of 
a length by Atoll in the excellent time 
of 1:43 for 1,5 miles. The 2 took the 
track at the start and ran together for a 
mile. Intentionally tired some, but Atoll 
did not. 

The Isaacs colt galloped on well past 
the finish to be eased up after a mile and 
a quarter in a shade over 2:07. 

If Atoll can do on dry tracks what he 
accomplishes on wet ones the $100,000 
the Mackle brothers and Lou Chesler 
paid for him will look very much like a 
bargain. He already has won 2 $25,000 
stakes in 2 starts for his new owners. 

Not the least of Atoll’s advantages was 
the presence of Eddie Arcaro in the sad- 
dle. The 43-year-old rider seems to be

an equally depressive Monday First 
Landing was entered in an event of 6 
furlongs. 

Owner Harry Z. Isaacs watched the 
horses running in fast time early Satur- 
day afternoon and decided he had better 
find out once and for all if his big black 
colt really disliked the mud. Intentionally 
had tossed in his worst race of 1958 over 
a muddy Garden State Park track. and 
the story grew from there. “He’s in against 
a small field.” said Isaacs before the 
Gotham, “so I guess we better find out 
for sure if he can handle the wet going 
now rather than later.” 

Intentionally may not have liked the 
Garden State mud, but he surely was at 
no disadvantage over a very wet Jamaica 
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doing nothing wrong these days. and he 
has a zest for his work which would do 
credit to the youngest apprentice in the 
room. He took the rail with Atoll from 
the inside post and had Shoemaker out- 
side of him, quite wide on the turns, for 
the whole journey. It was an old-fashioned 
“head” ride, and he had a very game little 
horse under him. 

First Landing’s race indicated that 
Christopher T. Chenery’s colt indeed was 
about ready for severer tests. Facing 5 
others. the best of which was Nimmer, 
First Landing took charge of things on 
the stretch turn and drew out to win by 3 
lengths in 1:1015. The track was officially 
designated as “good.” and this was the 
best 6-furlong time of the day. 
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Winning Intentionally 


The Gotham in no way discredited In- 
tentionally, whose first race, on April 6, 
had conclusively revealed the colt’s po- 
tential. He was in against a trio of his 
own age at 6 furlongs carrying 94-pound 
Willie Shoemaker and 30 pounds of lead 
and tack. Racing secretary Jimmy Kilroe 
had named the $7,500 event the Hemp- 
stead Plains, for the spot where American 
racing had begun some 3. centuries 
earlier. 

Intentionally came into the paddock 
under a blanket and with 4 cotton ban- 
dages, but all were quickly stripped off 
by trainer Eddie Kelly. 

Those who had not seen Intentionally 
since last fall commented on his growth. 
the way his muscles seemed to be in the 
right places. There were very few “knock- 
ers” in the crowd, which is rare when a 
good horse comes out for the first time as 
a 3-year-old. It was also pleasant to see 
so many people interested in the horse 
when only 48 hours before they had been 
talking about Shoemaker’s record of 6 
winners. 

Intentionally really didn’t have much 
opposition. Coming out of the gate from 
the outside post, he quickly assumed the 
lead. Swinging along in fractions of 
:2244 and :46%5, he did what was asked 
of him. The field dropped 2, then 614 
Jengths astern as Intentionally won in 
1:1044 and ran out another furlong in 
1:24, 


4 Races, 3 Winners 


Earlier in the meeting bespectacled 
trainer Kelly had been asked about the 3 
horses he shipped over to Jamaica from 
his regular training headquarters at Bel- 
mont Park. “Well, they’re the 3 I’m 
going to run here first, and I think they 
ought to have a look at the place,” he 
said. Isendu started first, winning the 
$15.000 Inquisitor Purse on opening day. 
Intentionally and Inescapable were entered 
for the Swift Stakes on the first Saturday. 
but mud caused the former to be scratched. 
and Inescapable finished second to Atoll. 
Isendu came back to win the Paumonok 
Handicap a week later, and then Inten- 
tionally scored in his first outing. on the 
tenth day of the meeting.

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North-south east-west interstate highways 
will cross Fayette County (Ky.), the most concen- 
trated Thoroughbred breeding community in North 
America, but the roads have been laid out so as to do 
a minimum of damage to horse farms and highway 
officials say there have been “few” complaints. 

The heavy line on the accompanying map shows 
the proposed location of the roads. J. Ward Oates, 
Kentucky commissioner of highways. said the routes 
were “tentative” and might be modified by the Federal 
Bureau of Public Roads. 

The east-west route has been planned only as far 
west as the Georgetown Road, whereas planning 
of the other road has been completed. For 7 miles 
the 2 routes will use the same roadway, from a 
point between the Winchester and Bryan Station 
Roads to the Georgetown Road. 

Since Federal approval and rights of way. still 
must be obtained. highway department officials esti- 
mate it will be “at least 1960” before any dirt is 
moved. The right of way will be 300 feet wide, and 
the roads will be of limited access. 

Among the Thoroughbred farms which will be af- 
fected by the proposed highways are Maine Chance, 
Brookwood, Hamburg Place. Crestfield, and Hedge- 
wood. Those hardest hit will be Brookwood, Hamburg 
Place and Crestfield, each of which will be divided.

Trainer Hirsch Jacobs was the leading 
trainer of the young season, with 14 win- 
ners among the first 55 horses he sent to 
the post, a good record in itself, but not 
quite as good as Kelly's 3-for-4 record. 
Concentration on the big ones brought big 
results for the Brookfield horses. which 
had vacationed in Columbia. S. C. 


Time and Future 


Consider the time of Intentionally’s 
first race. Jamaica is faster when wet. 
because horses splash through the sandy 
soil and hit the firm bottom. Before it can 
become “muddy” the water drains off. 
and it is “fast” again. The Brookfield 
colt hit the strip when it was dry. 

The fastest 6 furlongs at the meeting 
hed been 1:1044, when the track was 
“wet-fast.” On that day $3.500 claimers 
ran in 1:46 going 1,'; miles. On the day 
Intentionally ran, the same type horses 
were going along in 1:4725, so the Brook- 
field colt’s race was the best of the meet- 
ing at the distance on most of the speed 
charts.

The Muffler Bills 


New York. Somewhere on Governor 
Rockefeller’s crowded desk in Albany is 
a bill passed by both houses of the New 
York State legislature. Should he chance 
across it in the next week or so. he would 
be doing many of us a favor if he put 
it back on the bottom of the pile. Signing 
it would turn harmless intent into serious 
danger. 

On March 18 the Senate Committee on 
Rules introduced a bill to “amend the 
penal law in relation to the dissemination 
of racing as gambling information.” In 
the next 25 lines only racing news was 
mentioned, and therein lies the original 
fault. 

The Rules Committee, in making this 
addition to the penal law, made _ illegal 
dissemination of racing news a _ misde- 
meanor. The only exception was “when 
permission has been granted by the State 
Racing Commission,” which seemed to 
save legal news sources from being dis- 
rupted by the measure. 

But what if a racing commission said 
that all newspapers were transmitting 
“illegal” information from the tracks? 

This did not seem to be the intent of 
the law. At the start, the desire was only 
to put teeth into a law to stop flashers. 
waggers, and wavers from getting informa- 
tion out of the track more rapidly than 
teletype machines. But there was care- 
less wording in the measure and it was 
not long before it was realized that the 
intent could become lost in the verbiage. 
Many of the sponsors pulled back their

horns when they realized the bill could 
also prohibit legal dissemination of news. 

It is expected that Senate Bill No. 4348 
will die a quiet death at the bottom of 
the pile of papers on Governor Rocke- 
feller’s desk, but there is also a bill in the 
U. S. Senate along the same lines, intro- 
duced by Kenneth Keating (R) of upstate 
New York. Senate Bill 1131 should be 
answered in a loud voice. as was the New 
York measure. Pat O'BRIEN

The Freedom to Fire 


Harold Morrison last week was appoint- 
ed state steward representing the Oregon 
State Racing Commission at all Oregon 
tracks, both Thoroughbred and dog meet- 
ings. Morrison replaces Cecil Edwards in 
the $10,000-a-year job. Morrison’s appoint- 
ment was announced at a commission 
meeting in Portland on April 3. 

Edwards, who had held the post for 8 
years, said he was fired because he backed 
“the wrong horse” in the 1958 state elec- 
tions, and Pat Dooley, Edwards’ attorney. 
announced that he would file suit against 
the commission to force Edwards’ rein- 
statement. 

Commission chairman Ted Bruno read 
a statement in which he said. “Many 
complaints as to the matter have reached 
the commission from a great many sources. 
Such does not reflect credit upon the com- 
mission and is not conducive to future 
compatible working conditions. . . . The 
power of appointment to this job and the 
power of employing a particular person 
lies entirely within the discretion of the 
employing authority . .. just as any em- 
ployer can select his own employee.” 

Morrison, who was a steward at the 


recent Santa Anita Park meeting, has 
been a racing official for many years. 
having served as a starter, patrol judge. 
and paddock judge. 


FLORIDA 
The Ugly Duckling 


Miami. Paul Kelley. an easy-going, 
pleasant veteran of the sport, walked into 
Easy Spur’s stall at Hialeah Park and 
ran his hands over the gelding’s right 
fore ankle. 

“It feels better than yesterday.” the 
trainer said. “It’s cooled out good.” 

He stepped back out of the stall, patted 
Easy Spur affectionately on the neck. 
Kelley had good reason to be fond of the 
homely little horse. Two days previously 
Easy Spur had won the $100.000-added 
Florida Derby at Gulfstream Park and 
had become one of the favorites for the 
Kentucky Derby. 

Kelley said he would ship Easy Spur 
to Louisville “between the 18th and 20th” 
with 3 other Spring Hill Farm horses. 

“He’s damn fit right now, as fit as a 
horse can be. We'll just gallop be- 
tween now and when we ship; he'll tell 
us when he wants to breeze. He doesn’t 
take a lot of training.” 

Easy Spur is a tiny horse, and a homely 
one. He is frail. As Kelley put it, “There 
isn’t nothing big about him, nowhere. 

“The only thing I can say is that he 
must have went right back to Blue Lark- 
spur (the paternal grandsire). I wasn’t 
around when Blue Larkspur was running. 
but they tell me he was little and had a 
homely head.” 

Kelley decided to have him gelded 
after seeing him skylarking with Dobbie. 
another Spring Hill colt. at the Paris, 
Ky.. farm. 

“IT took one look and decided to geld 
the both of them. Him and Dobbie was 
grabbing each other, going way up in the 
air. and coming down on their knees.” 


The Breeder’s Choice 


Kelley gives Jim Norris, master of 
Spring Hill Farm, complete credit for 
the breeding of Easy Spur. It was a breed- 
ing of broken-down horses. 

“Now Crowfoot, I'm pretty sure Mr. 
Norris claimed him. And I think he broke 
down the day he made the claim. The 
dam, Easy Reeling—as I recall it Jim 
Was sitting in the stands with Sid Jacobs 
one day when Sid owned the horse. She 
broke down in the running and Jim—he’s 
got a lot of respect for Sidney—turned 
and made a deal right then. 

“Nobody helped him get either one. No 
sir, Jim’s no sucker about horses, not by 
any distance. He knows breeding and he 
loves to take a chance.” 

Returning to the Kentucky Derby. Kel- 
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ley said he had no intention of running 
Easy Spur in the Derby Trial. “They’re 
running it on Tuesday and that’s too damn 
close. If they ran it the Saturday before, 
that would be something else. I may get 
a race into him before the Derby, or I 
may not. He doesn’t have to have one.” 

Easy Spur has had troubles with his 
knees. but Kelley says they are all right 
now. “Of course, I wouldn’t care to run 
him back today or tomorrow. He needs 
this time we’re going to give him.” 


The Derby Field 


Kelley considered the probable Derby 
field, starting with Brookmeade Stable’s 
Sword Dancer, second by three-quarters 
of a length to Easy Spur the previous 
Saturday after a bitter duel. 

“I think we might have beat a pretty 
good horse last Saturday,” he said. “He’s 
probably a tougher horse than ours. I saw 
him coming off the track this morning. 
least I think it was him, and he was kick- 
ing and playing all over the place. Easy 
Spur, he still hasn’t come back real good.” 

Kelley had several pictures of the Flor- 
ida Derby on hand, including one of the 
finish. It showed Easy Spur in the middle 
of the track and Sword Dancer on the 
rail. . 

“T sent Hartack out in the middle be- 
cause I knew the track was a foot deep 
on the rail.” He pointed at Sword Dancer’s 
fore foot. “Look at that. It’s in the dirt 
right up to his ankle. If he’d been off the 
rail about 5 feet it would have been twice 
that bad, we’d have won a lot easier. 

“This Sword Dancer will be right 
there, hell be tough this summer and he'll 
be tough next fall. 

The colt Kelley respects even more than 
Sword Dancer is Intentionally. “There’s 
my horse, Intentionally.” he said. “Ever 
since last fall I’ve really gone for that 
one. Big, sound as a dollar. that bum. He 
goes out and trains and then he comes 
back and goes to sleep. You couldn't ex- 
cite that horse if you blew up a stick of 
dynamite by his ear.” 

First Landing? 

“Hard to tell. I think he just wore out 
a little bit and there was nothing Casey 
(Hayes) could do about it. He’s another 
solid horse, as sound as any horse who 
ever lived. I hope he runs good for 
Casey.” 


The Record 


Easy Spur had finished out of the 
money in 4 of 5 starts at Hialeah. fin- 
ishing fifth in the Flamingo. It was not 
until he moved to Gulfstream that he 
started running like a champion. 

“Those races at Hialeah where he run 
so bad, he just kept getting into all sorts 
of trouble and stopped running. The Fla- 
mingo was the worst I ever saw.” 

A look at the film patrol proved Kelley 
was not manufacturing alibis. Troilus 
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Intentionaliy, one of the top Derby prospects, on April 6 won his first start 
of the season, and 5 days later ran a good second to Atoll in the Gotham. 


was No. 2, Easy Spur was No. 3. and 
Open View had the No. 4 post. 

Easy Spur came away straight, but was 
immediately caught between Troilus, 
going out, and Open View, coming in. The 
movies showed Easy Spur staggering from 
the first impact, and then again as Troilus 
hit him a second time. Troilus recovered 
quickly, but Ken Church, on Easy Spur, 
took back for 3. strides. 

Going into the club house turn, Rico 
Tesio moved for the rail and Church had 
to steady again. Easy Spur was boxed 
for his run down the backstretch. Through 
the final quarter, Hedley Woodhouse, in 
the process of whipping — left-handed 
aboard Moony. kept the whip zipping past 
Easy Spur’s nose. Kelley’s horse bore out 
and finally was beaten 6°4 lengths. 

“It seems like this horse has had 
troubles every time he ran.” Kelley said. 
“T guess you have to expect it when you 
come from off the pace the way he does.” 

Once he hit the Gulfstream racing strip. 
Easy Spur was unbeatable. He had won 2 
of 2 starts there as a 2-year-old, 3 out 
of 3 this year. First came the Hutcheson 
Stakes and a 21%-length triumph; then 
the Fountain of Youth with a startling 
8-length victory over Flamingo winner 
Troilus. and, finally, the Florida Derby. 

The conjecture arose, naturally enough. 
that Easy Spur might not prove such a 
world beater once he left Gulfstream. Of 
his 8 victories in 16 starts. 5 have been 
at Gulfstream. 

“He'll run over every track there is, so 
long as he’s sound. I don’t imagine he'll 
like a deep. sandy track. no, but I 
wouldn’t say he has to take his track with 


him. If he’s sound and doesn’t get into 
a load of trouble, he'll win anywhere. In 
mud, too.”

Haggin, president of Keeneland Assoc- 
iation and a former president of Keene- 
land Race Course, enjoys starting his 2- 
year-olds at the spring meeting. Lucy 
Locket missed the 1958 session because 
of bucked shins, and after she had won a 
maiden race by 414 lengths, at Arlington 
Park in July, bucked shins put her on the 
sideline again. She wintered in South 
Carolina, and was fit for her opening- 
day performance, although she _ tired 
slightly in the last furlong. 

Howard Hoffman, Haggin’s trainer, 
felt that Lucy Locket could stretch out 
her speed. “She can be rated,” he said, 
“but in that slop it figured to be to our 
advantage if we could get the lead quick.” 


Another good performance on opening 
day was that of Cain Hoy Stable’s 3-year- 
old colt Hoist Away, by *Turn-to—Good 
Morning. by * Sir Gallahad III. Saddled 
by John Ward in the absence of trainer 
W. C. (Woody) Stephens, who was con- 
fined to a Lexington hospital with a virus 
infection, Hoist Away closed strongly to 
beat *Die Hard by a length. 

It was the first start of the year for 
Hoist Away, which last season won 3 races 
and finished fifth to First Landing in the 
Champagne Stekes, his only added-money 
race. Frank E. Kilroe thought enough 
of the colt to assign him 117 pounds in 
the Experimental Free Handicap, and his 
Keeneland effort encouraged Stephens to 
run him back later this week in the Step- 
ping Stone Purse, which also was expected 
to attract *Tomy Lee, On-and-On, Sput- 
nik, and Quantrell. 

On-and-On, Calumet Farm’s half-bro- 
ther to Tim Tam, won on Friday, April 10. 
turning back Colonel Chill and John 
Bruce by 11% lengths in a 6-furlong race 
in 1:1124 on a muddy track. On-and-On 
took the lead early in the stretch, and 
jockey Steve Brooks gave him several 
sharp left-handed whacks to keep him 
going in the last furlong. 

“Tt wasn’t bad and it wasn’t real good,” 
trainer H. A. (Jimmy) Jones remarked. 
“We'll run him Thursday (April 16), and 
if he shows anything he'll go in the 
Derby Trial.” 

Only stakes during the first 3 days 
was the 6-furlong Phoenix Handicap, 
which figured to be a 3-way battle among 
Nadir, Bumpy Road. and Jet Colonel. 
Nadir and Jet Colonel were scratched be- 
cause of the off track, and Bumpy Road 
easily handled the 6 other starters. win- 
ning by 31% lengths in 1:1015.

STUD NEWS 


Lori-El and the Emigrees 


After unsuccessful attempts to train 
and race her in 1959, M. R. Soto and A. E. 
Berke have sold the 5-year-old Lori-El 
(Eternal Reward—Trefoil, by Grand Ad- 
miral) to N. B. Hunt, of Dallas, who prob- 
ably will send her to the court of *Master 
Boing at the Kilmaurs Stud of his asso- 
ciate Edward L. Stephensor. in Virginia. 

Lori-El was bred by F. E. Morancy and 
sold to Soto for $700 at Keeneland in the 
fall of 1955. She won 5 of her 8 starts as 
a 2-year-old, and the following year took 
a place among the best of her sex, her 
races including victories in the Kentucky 
Oaks and Coronet Stakes, second in the 
Ashland Stakes, and third in the Arkansas 
Derby and La Salle Handicap. She earned 
a total of $91,417. 

Most of young Bunker Hunt’s excellent 
small stud was transferred about the first 
of February from the U. S. to Prince Said 
Tousson’s Haras de la Barberie in France, 
near Deauville. There on February 20 
*Noria. dam of Guard’s Tie, dropped a 
filly by *King’s Evidence, and on March 
19 Singing Beauty had a colt by *King’s 
Evidence. *Noria, *Neola, Brazen Brat. 
and Roman Matron were booked to Sunny 
Boy. Singing Beauty to Prince Bio. 


Stopping overnight at Lexington after 
a visit to the oil fields in Green County, 
Kentucky, Hunt indicated that he expects 
to leave the 5 mares in France indefinitely. 


Decision on Prince Bio 


Celestin Herbline last year was offered 
50 million francs for Prince Bio by Prince 
Aly Khan, and then received an offer of 
75 million from an American syndicate 
(The Blood-Horse, November 29 and Dec- 
ember 6, 1958). 

To forestall departure of the stallion 
for the U. S., Aly Khan brought suit 
against Herbline and obtained a court 
order by which the horse was “sequest- 
ered” at the Haras de Quetieville in Nor- 
mandy, pending final judgment in the 
case. 

Last week the civil court in Paris dis- 
missed Prince Aly’s case, holding that the 
sale agreement had not been consum- 
mated. Unless further appeal resulted 
in keeping the horse sous sequestre, M. 
Herbline was free to dispose of Prince 
Bio as he wished. But the noted stallion 
was now 18 years old. and the offer of 
the American syndicate, which included 
Tyson Gilpin. E. L. Stephenson, and N. 
Bunker Hunt, has not been renewed. 


KENTUCKY DERBY CONTENDERS 


Anything less than a resounding suc- 
cess by First Landing in the Wood 
Memorial probably will encourage a 
rather large field for the Kentucky Derby. 
The principal contenders: 


First LANpING had a disappointing cam- 
paign in Florida, where he won the Ever- 
glades Stakes and was third to Troilus 
in the Flamingo Stakes. but at Jamaica 
on Monday. April 13, he turned in a fine 
effort at 6 furlongs. winning easily from 
Nimmer in the fastest time of the meet- 
ing. Next test, the Wood Memorial. 


TroiLus was to leave Gulfstream Park 
for Churchill Downs on Friday, April 17. 
After his rather easy success in the 
Flamingo, his stock soared for the clas- 
sics. but drainage from a tooth extraction 
impaired his form in the Florida Derby. 
Participation in the Kentucky Derby will 
depend on his performance in the Trial. 


INTENTIONALLY opened his  3-year-old 
campaign with an easy victory on April 
6 at Jamaica. then came back with a 
good second to the Swift Stakes winner 
ATOLL in the Gotham Stakes, run in the 
slop. Along with Atoll, he was to go in 
the Wood before invading the Downs. 
Eddie Arcaro, who had been riding both 
Atoll and First Landing. this week de- 
cided to stick with last year’s 2-year-old 
champion in this year’s classics. 


Easy Spur, winner of the Hutcheson 
Stakes, Fountain of Youth Stakes. and 
come-from-behind conqueror of Sworp 
Dancer in the Florida Derby, probably 
will be sent to Churchill Downs late this 
week or early next. and he will run in the 
Derby Trial Stakes. Sword Dancer, whose 
connections were inclined to blame his 
Florida Derby defeat on the jockey’s 
premature hustle, is at Churchill Downs. 
and it is unlikely that he will race be- 
fore the Derby. 


SILVER Spoon, the only filly with a pos- 
sibility of running in the Derby, is at the 
Downs, where she will run first in a 
preparatory race for the Kentucky Oaks. 
Decision as to whether she runs in the 
Oaks or the Derby will be made later, 
possibly not until after the Derby Trial. 


On-AN-On is still in the Derby picture. 
He won at Keeneland on April 10 (see 
Kentucky) without revealing whether he 
is likely to be sharp enough and good 
enough for the Derby. 


*Tomy LEE AND *TuLEG are at Keene- 
land, and 2 other California horses, Royau 
Orsit and FINNEGAN, probably will be 
sent to Churchill Downs next week. *Tomy 
Lee was to be given a race before the 
Blue Grass Stakes, and the other Cali- 
fornia horses probably will run in the 


Derby Trial.

Some may 
prove bad ones, but that’s also true of 
stocks, buildings, real estate, or almost 
anything you may put money into... . 
The financial risk needn’t be great. I have 
insurance on all my horses.

“We operated in the 13 western states 
and western provinces of Canada, with 
main offices in Seattle. Los Angeles. and 
Dallas, all connected by Western Union 
wires and teletype. At one time we had 
more than 1.000 teachers. We taught chil- 
dren of grade school age on all instru- 
ments, which we loaned but never sold to 
them. When Mr. Ryan saw World War II 
coming. he bought up thousands, enough 
for 20 years, chiefly violins, clarinets, and 
trumpets from Germany, Italy, and 
Czechoslovakia. We had every bonded 
warehouse on the West Coast crowded 
with the instruments. Mr. Ryan read the 
shaping events with accurate foresight.” 

—How long were you Mrs. Ryan’s 
assistant ? 

“T soon became secretary and treasurer. 
and also served in those same posts in a 
real estate business the Ryans operated 
in California, Texas. and Arizona. They 
got out of these interests several years 
ago and now say theyre just farmers. 
Here at Northridge I’m in charge of 
registration of all foals and_ breeding 
agreements, and I supervise the manager’s 
office, among other things.

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crazy for an interest ot her own in a 
horse and, speaking of the way you quick- 
ly acquire knowledge of racing, you 
know what the 3-year-old girl told me in 


all seriousness? ‘We won't let Heart 
Call run unless we can get Shoemaker 
to ride,’ she said.” 

—Do you still have Tuscan Belle? 

“Yes. She has a 2-year-old colt and 
a yearling colt, both by Fault Free, and 
is in foal to Alibhai Shadow which is 
now standing at Northridge. A knee in- 
jury kept Alibhai Shadow from racing, 
but he’s well bred—by *Alibhai out of 
the *Bull Dog mare Evening Shadow. 
dam of Hampden and of Shadows Fall, 
dam of Old Pueblo. Evening Shadow was 
a good winner and was second in the 
Spinaway Stakes. 

“Tuscan Belle was foaled in 1937, a 
daughter of *Mio d’Arezzo—Two Leg- 
gins, by Manager Waite. I bred her to 
*Alibhai in 1944 and got Call Bell. I 
remember how reluctant I was to pay 
the $3,500 which was *Alibhai’s fee at 
that time. The last year he was available 
to outside mares in California I begged 
to pay $7,500. 

“Call Bell was a good runner until he 
got hurt. In the 1947 California Breeders 
Champion Stakes at Santa Anita he 
came off the pace to win easily by 3 
lengths, running the mile in 1:36°5 with 
122 pounds up. Coming up to the 1948 


Santa Anita Derby, the trainer was un- 


able to work him for 3 weeks prior to 


the race, and Salmagundi nipped him by 
a head right on the wire. He also was 
second to Salmagundi in the San Vicente 
Handicap, but that time Call Bell was 
giving him 5 pounds, as well as 2 to 
Solidarity, which was third. Solidarity was 
fifth in Call Bell’s Derby. In fact, Soli- 
darity never did beat him. In other stakes, 
Call Bell was third in the Oakand, Cali- 
fornia and Salinas. He won 7 races and 
$90,330. 

“At stud, Call Bell has sired numerous 
winners. Call Hy and Leisure Lady won 
stakes, while Copper Bell and Harcall 
placed in stakes. 

“What the mating of Tuscan Belle with 
Fault Free and Alibhai Shadow will 
bring in the form of runners, well, we'll 
just have to wait and see. That’s one of 
the most rewarding things in the field. 
though. planning as carefully as possible 
and then watching from week to week. 
almost, to see how your judgment will 
turn out.” 

—Have you done much claiming? 

“Only one mare, False Note. for $10.- 
000. and I was persuaded to do that. I 
much prefer to breed my own horses. Be- 
sides Tuscan Belle, I have Easy Read- 
ing. an unraced sister to Blue Reading and 
half-sister to Apple Valley and Alibi Blue, 
which has a yearling filly by Fault Free;

Royal Rage. Fault Free, Lucky G. L.. 
Alibhai Shadow, and Duke of Mala. 
—Have you ever tried to train horses? 
“Not really. Dale Landers trains for me 
and Wayne Stucki for Mrs. Ryan. We go 
different ways on some things. although 
in the main we’re together, of course. We 
were all great admirers of the late Red 
McDaniels and learned a great deal from 
him, but he never actually trained for me. 
“Mr. Ryan says Red was the most truth- 
ful man he ever knew, and he certainly 
knew horses. Asked about the chances of 
a certain horse he had entered, he’d never 
quibble and would also tell you where 


he thought the chief competition lay. 
That’s the way it would turn out almost 
invariably, too. 

“He would watch a horse in the pad- 
dock or training and detect things which 
apparently escaped most horsemen. If 
you asked what changes he planned with 
a horse he’d claimed, he'd tell you—may- 
be change from a rough bit or let up on 
the work a horse had been getting. I’ve 
seen him claim a horse, do almost nothing 
with it for 10 days, then send it out to 
run a much improved race, proving he 
had been right about it being overworked 
previously. Racing lost a fine horseman 


in Red.” 


ABSTRACTS 


The unbeaten French colt Tiepoletto 
has been declared out of the Epsom 
Derby. Mme. Couturie, the owner, stated 
that a knee injury would prevent prepar- 
ation of the colt for spring classics; she 
hoped that trainer Etienne Pollet would 
be able to have Tiepoletto at his best for 
the Prix de V’Are de Triomphe in Oc- 
tober. Another French-trained colt, Prince 
Aly Khan’s Saint Crespin, remains favor- 
ite for the Derby. 


Mrs. Mary Elizabeth (Altemus) Whit- 
ney Person Lunn filed suit April 1 at 
Leesburg, Va., to divorce her third hus- 
band, Richard Dwight Lunn, whom she 


married November 6, 1954. She charged 
desertion and cruelty. 


A Reuters story from Capetown reports 
that Julius Silbowitz’s Royal Affair will 
be the first South African horse to race 
in the United States, and that the colt 
will be shipped to New York on_ the 
Robin Sherwood, leaving April 19. He is 
to be trained by John Nerud. The deci- 
sion to send him to the U. S. apparently 
was motivated by the abundance of 
sprint races which will be available here.
